NOTE RECEIVED 
IN WASHINGTON 


Will Go Forward to Entente 
Capitals Promptly After 
Perusal by President. 


HIS COURSE UNDECIDED 


He May Defer Acting at Least 
Until Attitude of Allies Toward 
German Offer Is Clearer. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Germany’s 
note conveying the proposal for peace 


which the United States is to transmit 
to the entente belligerents arrived dur- 
ing the night and was prepared for 
President Wilson early today. 

The document is said to be substantial- 
ly the same as was published in the un- 
official dispatches from Berlin. Accom- 
panying it was a confidential report 
from American Charge Grew, understood 
to be an outline of affairs which led 
up to the German Chancellor’s speech 
ip the Reichstag and the sending of 
peace proposals. As soon as President 
Wilson shall have seen the note it will 
be forwarded to American diplomatic 
representatives in entente countries. 

The actual transmittal of the peace 
offer now brings up the question of 
whether President Wilson will decide to 
act merely as an intermediary or will 
accompatiy the transmittal with some 
expression of hope that the propesals for 
peace be not rejected without reflection. 
There is a prevailing opinion here that 
the President wants to do something of 


the latter sort and is looking forward to 


some movement for a league of nations 
to preserve peace as one of the elements 
of the settlement of the war. 

It is possible that some means may be 
taken to establish more definitely the 
temper of the entente allies toward peace 
proposals, before the President acts, but it 
is understood there will be no delay in 
forwarding the German notes to the for- 
eign belligerey- capitals. 

The embassies of the entente allies 
here reflected the view today that 
Germany's peace proposals would not 
be rejected without examination; but 
that the allies in reply probably would 
call for a statement of proposed terms,

The reporting of the suffrage pro- 
posal was due to the belief of its oppo- 
nents that it could be beaten on the 
floor, and they thought it best to set- 
tle the issue by bringing it to a direct 
vote in, the House. 

An effort was made to couple it in 
the voting as was done at the last ses- 
sion of Congress, and Which resulted in 
both proposals being kept in the com- 
mittee and consideration of them post- 
poned indefinitely. The committee by 
a large majority, however, voted not to 
do so.

His visit, 
coupled with the fact that one other 
neutral envoy is moving to support the 
President in any effort to secure a con- 
sideration of peace, led to the belief 
that some light on the attitude bf the 
United States toward such a ‘general 
movement by neutrals was at least being 
sounded out.

SENATE ADOPTS LITERACY 
TEST BILL, 3 TIMES VETOED 


Measure, as Amended, Goes to Con- 
ference—Adopted by House 
at Last Session. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The immi- 
gration bill containing the restrictive 
literacy test for admission of aliens, 
which has chiused three Presidents to 
veto such a measure, was passed by the 
Senate today, 64 to*7.

A particularly grave 
question which can be regulated only in 
war time, the solutfon of which in- 
volvea the life of the country and its 
salvation, is the total suppression. of 
the consumption of alcohol.”

“Pneumograph” Records on Chart 
Emotions Caused by the 
Subject’s Breathing. 
PITTSFIELD, III., Dec. 14.—George 
Brokaw, self-confessed murderer, this 
morning was adjudged insane and com- 
mitted to the Chester asylum. In the 
evidence a ‘“‘crime machine“ played a 
prominent part. The instrument is: the 
invention of Dr. A. E. Dollear of Jack- 
sonville and Dr. Frank P. Norbury of 
Springfield, former alienist of the State 
Board of Administration. The pneu- 
mograph,“ as it is known, is based on 
the scientific discovery that all emo- 
tlons affect the breathing. A belt is 
strapped around the prisoner’s waist 
and a needle draws a chart line of the 

emotions. 

Fear retards the breathing, anger ac- 

celerates it. Each emotion has a rec- 
ognizable wave on the chart, Numer- 
ous records were taken of Brokaw. 
Three newspaper accounts of the mur- 
der of his son were read to him, at 
intervals of several days. He was al- 
lowed to handle the weapon with which 
he shot his son. 
The records were compared with the 
normal ones and were exactly the same, 
thus strengthening the insanity theory. 
Dr. Dollear perfected the machine 
some years ago, but this is the first time 
it has been used in a criminal case.

PARIS, Dec. 1. - Premier Briand ac- 
companied his denunciation of the Ger- 
man peace offer as a trap, with an an: 
nouncement that he would ask for 1a 
creased power with which to carry on 
the war, according to full reports of his 
speech before the Chamber of Depu- 
ties yesterday. At the same time the 
Premier promised that the Government 
would not undertake any scheme of na- 
tional mobilization such as that involved 
in the German home army plan. 

He spoke before a House crowded to 
the uttermost, both on the floor and in 
the press and ‘Visitors’ galleries, Amid 


| waves of enthusiasm, he insisted that 


it was his duty immediately to warn 
the country against the possibility of 


} being poisoned. 


Briand’s observations on the news 
from Berlin followed the n of 
the policy of the ministry he has just 
formed, and it was noticed that they 
awakened far greater applause than any 
of his preceding statements. After his 
Speech, by a vote ot 814 to 165, the 
Chamber voted confidence in the new 
Government. 

Record of France in 1916.. 

“Bvidently,”’ said the Premier, re- 
cent developments are serious, but it 
is necessary to recall what has hap- 
pened in 1916. After eight months it is 
not a German, but a French, victory 
which in truth has been inscribed on 
French flags.“ 


The Premier referred to the French 
success at Verdun and the gains made 
on the Somme and derided Germany for 


its cl4im of victory while it was tak- 
ing such measures as, what he termed, 
_ the ee of the entiré popula. 
tion.“ 

The enden applauded unanimously 


when he affirmed that the war Govern- 
nent of France would not follow the 
policy of Germany. 


He asked, how- 
ever, for the power to regulate all ques - 
tions concerning the national defense, 
including the possibility of requisition, 


but said that if the latter step was 
considered necessary it would not be 


The cham- 
ber again applauded w he announced 
that the Government w ask for the 
suppression of the 1 r traffic 
throughout France. * 
Warns France to Prepare for Spring. 
Premier Briand expressed the cértainty 
that some of the measures taken by 
Germany have behind them the object 


ol intensifying the war next spring, 
when, he said, she will have stronger 


armies to face. He warned France to 
be prepared for these efforts, to have 
confidence in the final outcome. Th

It is after having proclaimed its vic-

STOCKHOLM, Dec. I. —The City 


Council has just renewed for three years 
to the “Stockholm System Co.“ the mo- 
nopoly in the sale of liquors which thut 
company has eld for three years. An- 


other organization cont@sted' for the 
franchise, but the council could see no 
reason for making 4 change. 

By renewing the franchise the city au- 
thorities have set the stamp of their ap- 
proval on a novel plan of controlling 
consumption which was first introduced 
by the Stockholm company and in the 
beginning gave the company 4 unique 
position among the many ‘disinterested 
management“ companies that have bee 
in existence under the so-called ‘‘Goth- 
enburg system.” This plan, briefly 
stated, involves a system by which 
those controlling the sale of liquor are 
enabled to say to the consumers: 

Be good, or you'll get no liquor.”’ 

System of Passbook. 

Dr. Ivan Bratt, a former physician, a 
sociologist and student of the drink 
question, is the father of the idea, 
whose outstanding feature is the regu- 
‘ation.of the retail trade by means of 
a passbook, called in Swedish „motbok.“ 
Tune old method of controlling the sale 
of liquor, already referred to as the 
Gothenburg system, dates from 1855, It 
had as its specifically Swedish feature 
the monopoly in the trade which it en- 
trusted to quasi-private companies. The 
whole business in a definite area was 
placed in the hands of such a company, 
whose profits were limited to a small 
amount and which was, in the words of 
the old law, to sell liquor in the inter- 
ests of morality.” Apart from, their 
power to restrict the total sales, how- 
ever, these companied had no way of 
getting at the individual who used 
liquor to excess. 

Dr. Bratt, after long study of the 
matter, conceived thg idea of the pass- 
book as the best method of selling 
liquor in the interest of morality,” a 
thing which, he felt, was not being 


and secured the monopoly for the cap- 
ital city three years ago. 

The company has authority to conduct 
all retail establishments for the sale of 
liquor to be drunk off the premises, but 
may also delegate this authority to pri- 
vate persons or companies.. Some 4 of 
these so-called “off” liceyses are thus 
held by persons other than the system 
company, but these will not be extend- 
ed after the deaths of the present hold- 
ers. ' 

Card Index Check. 

Control of sales at the off places is 
effected by means of the passbook re- 
ferred to. A passbook is issued to an 
adult resident of the city upon applica- 
tion, provided his or her record justifies 
it. The company maintains an elabo- 
rate card index, in which are listed not 
only all persons to whom wbooks have 
been issued or from whom they have 
been withdrawn, but also all persons to 
whom, if they apply, books will not be 
issued. Books are not issued to habitual 
drunkards, to persons who have been 
arrested for drunkenness within a year, 
to paupers or to persons who have 
figured unpleasantly in police court rec- 
ords.

been the theater of some of the bitter- 
est struggles of modern warfare to ap- 
preciate the conditions which the en- 
tente allies on the western front have 
overcome and still are conquering. To 
drive the Germans from their deeply 
entrenched and tunneled positions along 
many sectors it was necessary for the 
entente forces to blast the earth from 
above and beneath them, transforming 
villages, roads and undulating farm 
lands into veritable primeval wastes. 

But the task of carrying on” over 
this ever-widening stretch of what once 
was appropriately called ‘‘no man’s 
land“ when it lay between the opposing 
front lines, has been accomplished and 
the problems of transport have been 
solved more gatisfactorily until now at- 
tention is being largely devoted to 
amellorating the fron-nard conditions of 
the British troops in the winter fields 
and trenches. Heavy sheep-skin and 
leather coats and jackets have been is- 
sued to the men and warm and dry rest 
billets provided for those in the sup- 
port reserve positions. 

Five Hot Meals a Day. 

Best of all, hqwever, Tommy“ in the 
front line gets five hot meals daily. 
There is breakfast at 7; dinner at 12, 
tea at 5, and soup or stew at 9, and 
again at 2 o’clock in the morning. 

From reports received from Geiman 
prisoners and observations made during 
raids, the British have discovered that 
eonditions on the German front are very 
different. Along most of the new lines 
formed by the battle of the Somme the 

German front trenches are merely a 

ken stretch of linked-up shell ho’es, 
with no deep dugouts and only a few 
improvised hiding holes where two or 
three men can take cover from the 
shrapnel. 

British reports from the Somme sec- 
tion. say the German communication 
trenches are impassable from mud and 
the shelling of the British guns, so tha: 
all the carrying of supplies and the 
bringing up of reliefs have to take place 
over the open, wtihout cover of any 
kind. That is why the British guns con- 
tinue to hurl shells back of the German 
lines in the fog and rain. Often the 
shells or bombs from the British side 
throw up fountains of water high ‘n 
the air from the German trenches. There 
are no floor boards or other trench com- 
forts available for the Germans,’ owing 
to the increasing fire of the British ar- 
tillery. 

40 Days in the Trenches. 

Thus far this winter German prison- 
ers say their troops in the West have 
not been supplied with dny Sheepskin, 
leather or fur coats. They have re- 
celved only . woalen vests, body bands 
and mittens. Normally, prisoners say, 
they are supposed to be in the trenches 
not more than 14 to 18 days, but some 
divisions lately have remained there 
days and over without relief. The ra- 
tions consist almost wholly of tinned 
meat, sausage, herring, sardines rice, 
rye bread, coffee and mineral waters. 
Recently a daily ration of brandy has 
been issued to the men in the front line. 
For rest the men often are crowded into 
damp cellars.

PRESIDENT REMITS PRISON 
TERM OF NATIONAL GUARDSMAN 


Sentence of Dishonorable Discharge 
for Refusal to Take Federal Oath 
Allowed to Stand. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 14.—Pres- 
ident Wilson has approved the action 
of an army courtmartial in sentencing 
Lewis O. Gardner of the New Mexico 
militia to dishonorable discharge and a 
year in prison at hard labor for failure 
to obey the Federal call for border duty 
last. June, but remitted the prison sen- 
tence because the case had been pressed 

as a test. 

War Department officials regard the 
decision as important because of the- 
warning it gives to more than 10,000 en- 
rolled members of the National Guard 
who have not appeared for Federal 
service. 

Gardner was enrolled as a member of 
B company, First Infantry, New Mex- 
ico National Guard. He was one of a 
considerable number who refused to be

The history of American wars is a record of the 
undependableness and inefficiency of the volun- 
teer system. Every war President and every army 
commander has testified to this failure. The re- 
cent effort to mobilize and federalize the mili- 
tia adds to the record of failure. 
Gen. Wood justly emphasizes the democracy 
and the efficiency of universal obligatory military 
training and sérvice. 
It is democratic because it enforces equality of 
the rights and obligations of citizenship; because 
It places the burden of national defense equally 
on every citizen in accordance with his ability 
to bear it; because it places in the hands of the 
Government the power to defend the country as 
well as the responsibility of national defense; 
because it eliminates the necessity of maintaining 
a large standing paid army—mercenary, profess- 
sional soldiery— which is the greatest possible 
menace to democracy. It is democratic because 
the citizens of the country who control the Gov- 
ernment are the soldiers who defend the nation. 
Their representatives have the power to choose 
betwen war and peace. 

The universal service system makes for peace 
because it minimizes the professional soldier and 
depends upon the citizen who wields sovereign po- 
litical power. 

Universal military training and service make for 
efficiency in both war and peace. The system, 
while it requires only a small part of the time 
and energy of citizens for preparation and does 
not interfere with their occupations, places at 
the disposal of the nation for war the whole man- 
‘hod power of thé people, trained and prepared 
for effective use against an enemy. 

The system makes for efficiency in war because 
it calls into action the patriotism, loyalty and self- 
sacrifice of citizens in behalf of the country. It 
unifies citizenship for public service. 

It makes for efficiency in peace because it de- 
velops the best qualities of manhood, moral, 
mental and physical. It builds up strong, capable, 
disciplined men, trained for efficient work, and 
thus provides for efficient industrial organiza- 
tion, which is important in peace and is as 
vital to victory in war as efficient military or- 
| ganization. 

We hope that we will not be drawn into war; 
Wwe strive to avoid it, but no man can say that it 
will not come or when it will come. The way 
of wisdom and of peace is to be prepared for it. 
The way of folly is to gamble with unprepared- 
néés on its not coming—to take a chance, with all 
the odds in favor of the enemy. That is the path 
to disaster which may involve the liberty of the 
people and the life of the nation. 

When will we Americans awake? 
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Cotton is king again. It must be had for war 
explosives and war clothing. A warring world 
has reinstated a deposed monarch.

Attorney-Genera] Thomas W. Gregory declares 
that the generally credited report of his early re- 
tirement to resume private practice is untrue.

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LOW WAGES DEMORALIZE WORKERS, 

That starvation wages tend to the demoraliza- 
tion of women workers is now an accepted fact. 
Drs. Helmholz and Hoffman of.Chicago, in the 
current number of the Journal of ¢he American 
Medical Association, poMt out that low wages 
and poverty are responsible for undue infantile 
mortality in that city. Low wages, in these cases, 
meant weekly wages of $10 or less, in 97 fam- 
ilies, and between $10 and $15 in 86 other families. 
The Post-Dispatch, especially at this time of 
year, reteives letters from destitute families, ask- 
ing for relief. One such letter, referred to a char- 
table association, brought the reply that the 
case was known to the association, which had 
found that the bread-winner of the family had 
been offered, through another charitable organ- 
ization, two jobs at $9 per week each. He had re- 
fused them, stating that he could find better po- 
sitions for himself. Meanwhile, he and his fam- 
ily, in which there are three infant children, are 
being supported by charity. 
The charitable organizations try to help men to 
become self-supporting. But if they have nothing 
better than $9 a week jobs to offer men with fam- 
ilies, in these days of almost famine prices, whose 
fault is it if the bread-winner refuses such a job 
which he knows will not keep himself, his wife 
and babies alive? And if he prefers to rely on 
charity until he can find a position that pays 
decent wages, can he be greatly blamed? He is 
between the devil and the deep sea. The $9 job, 
to the head of a family, is an incentive for him 
to rely on charity or fall even lower-in the social 
scale.
